SUTHERLAND SPRINGS, 
Texas — A gunman wearing 
all black and a ballistic vest 
opened fire with a rifle out- 
side a small Baptist church in 
rural Texas and continued fir- 
ing inside the building Sun- 
day, killing at least 26 people 
and turning a tiny town east 
of San Antonio into the scene 
of the country’s most recent 
mass horror. 

Gov. Greg Abbott con- 
firmed the death toll, which 
has steadily increased 
throughout the day after 
the shooting at the First 
Baptist Church of Suther- 
land Springs. A pregnant 
woman and children were 


among the dead. 

At least 20 people were 
also injured. Their condi- 
tions ranged from “minor 
to very severe,” law enforce- 
ment officials said at a news 
conference Sunday evening. 

Among those killed, 
23 people died inside the 
church, two outside the 
building and one person after 
being transported to a hospi- 
tal. The ages of the wounded 
and dead ranged from 5 to 
72, the authorities said. 

Two law enforcement 
sources, who spoke on the 
condition of anonymity 
because of the continuing 
investigation, identified 
the gunman as Devin P. 
Kelley, 26.

Campaign- 
style rally 
opens trip 
across Asia

Toxyo — President Don- 
ald Trump kicked off an ex- 
tensive swing through Asia 
with a campaign-style rally 
Sunday with U.S. troops in 
Japan, as he looked toward 
a lengthy trip likely to be 
dominated by talks on con- 
fronting the nuclear threat 
from North Korea. 

In a speech after Air 
Force One landed at Yokota 
Air Base in Tokyo on a crisp, 
sunny morning, Trump 
never mentioned Pyong- 
yang by name. Sounding a

Holiday shopping fuels 
seasonal job optimism 


Growth of e-commerce creates new options

Now that the jack-o-lan- 
terns have been tossed into 
the trash or composting 
bins, the unofficial start of 
the holiday shopping sea- 
son has begun. For many, it 
is not only a time to think 
about spending money, but 
also about making it. 

Experts are projecting 
this year could be a good 
one for seasonal workers. 
Low unemployment rates 
have contributed to pro- 
jections for an increase in 
retail sales and a greater de- 
mand for holiday workers. 

In addition, people 
who wanted such tempo- 


rary jobs in the past but 
shunned them because 
they didn’t want to work 
at the mall now have more 
options. The rise in e-com- 
merce has created many 
seasonal jobs away from 
brick-and-mortar stores — 
even work-from-home cus- 
tomer service jobs. 

More than three-quar- 
ters of employers said they 
would face greater chal- 
lenges hiring seasonal work- 
ers this year than in 2016, 
according to a national 
survey of 1,000 employers 
done by Snagajob.com, a 
self-described marketplace 
for hourly employment. 
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
